ByTbere is a great deal of hesitation in tbe 
Republican party. The pioneers— tbe old 
Abolitionists— are pushing on their theories 
on negro equality. The new converts, em- 
bracing pretty much the whole Republican 
party, are trying to walk in the Abolition 
road, as marked out by the pioneers; but 
many don't sen it, and hence they bluDder 
first in one direction and then in another. 

"All men are created equal." The negro is 
a man lik? other men, and hence was created 
eqnal to other men. This theory requires a 
good deal of rtform outside of the South. The 
brethren ought to illustrate the principle at 
all times, and not ac*. so as to 
selves. 

We have had a long wrargle in Congress 
about paying negro troops as much as other 
men. That is a small matter; but if ail men 
are to be equal we do not see the ground for 
tbe difference of pay. Bat a people fit to be 
free will not regard tuch a debate but with 
contempt. It !s not a few dollars, but the 
right to be treated on an equality with others, 
that is adequate pay. 

How is it when the Union army has the 
power? Is the n< gro treated as an equal? By 
to means. In the cotton States be is sub- 
scted to compulsory labor, aa he was before. 
It is aeeumed that the white man mmt take 
care of him; and, accDrding to the universal 
and nt(_ ■ -seary rule, oao must serve him tl at 
*kea care of Lim. So the negro must work 
under rules fixed by the white man, for wages 
xed by the white man, *nd must not leave 
tae home ae^ignedhim without a pass. 

A pretty picture this,! It this the way to 
treat men equal to other met * 

Here it is again. We are toll about negro 
regiments and about the z-al of the American 
citizen of African decent for the service in 
arms. But occasionally we read it otherwise.

There are but few men among the laborers, 
most of them havinK been cirriel far into the 
interior or drafted into the service, so thai 
leasees will haveto rely mainly upon the !a>or 
of women, unless the Government should 
estai.lieh non inlerf rence by the military with 
tuch m«n aa sbould come in to Libo/ on the 
planutions The fear of being drafted into 
the army Is preventing thousands from com- 
ing in. Of course, all who wish tD enlist 
should be permittew to do so, but not forced 
against their wills. I trust such a policy will 
be adopted, as it will give us ibousauds of lab- 
orers for the production of cotton which 
would otherwise be excluded. 

All that Is now r. quired is protec tion — pro- 
tection against the rebels and protection 
ajrainst our eulisting officers, who seize upon 
any able-bodied men that come into our lines, 
and force them into the ranks as soldiers. If 
left to themselvee, I doubt not that large 
numbers would volurtarily eater tbe service, 
but the course pureued is not only manifestly 
unjust, but calculated to frighten and keep off 
thousands who would flock into our lines and 
re?uine their occupation as "tillers of the 
soli." 

There it Is. The negro is grabbed up and 
forced Into the ranks as soon as he comes into 
the lines. The white man is not so treated. 
If the negro is to hi equal, wc should like to 
know by what right he is forced into service 
this way. What right has the President to 
force the negro into ecrvice more than the 
owner of the negro hae? 

The United States, it seems, has superseded 
former masters, and is now the urea, slave- 
holder of the age. He fixes the lulea and the 
wages under which his slaves are to work, and 
he forces the negro not only to work as he 
used to, but to tte hia life and shed bis blood 
for his new master. 

All this is Inconsistent with the approved 
theory and is very absurd. The spectacle Vill 
disgust mankind. Ic is dropping down from 
sublime loftiness of professions about tumsn 
rights iato the mire of selfish policy and ex- 
pediency. 

We protest against a system of simulation 
and hypocrisy, which holds out one theory to 
tbe world and works practically on another. 
There are other things more important even 
than these which we have noticed heretofore 
These loyal States are now waging this war 
on a poUcy that aseumes the equality of the 
blackface to the white. 

There are several States that do not allow 
free Americans of African descent to migrate 
into their borders and reside there. In none 
of theee States is the negro allowed any politi- 
cal rights or social eianding. Marriage be- 
tween the negro and the white are not allow- 
ed; eo tbat miscegenation, the panacea for all 
Ills, Is unlawful. Now, we insist that these 
8tates be compelled immediately to change all 
tbls. ItisuotjasttowaiL Ifs man is re- 
quired to risk his life on the kattkfi-ld for a 
Government, be is entitled to other treatment 
than that. 

We see, however, no Intimations that the 
true theory is to be acted on. The Federal 
Government Itself is ignoring it, and the State* 
show no eymptoms of acknowledging tbls 
equality they talk abauL To claim credit upon 
one tet of professions, and claim service, mili 
tary service, upon them, and act upon oppo- 
site and inconsistent principles will not 
do. To proclaim a dactrine to justify what 
one wants to do, and defy it and disregard It 
when It is expedient, is sufficient to discredit 
any people. 

Wendell Phillips, Tilton and Greeley and 
others have a great work to perform— greater 
putting down the rebellion. That Is, they 
to bring up the free States and the Gov- 
tent to their theory. They lose all If they 
can t do tha t. 

New York city, notwithstanding tbe 
season of lent, Is now riotously brilliant in 
beauty and fashion.

\£g~ Geo. L. Steirne.nn eminent and wealthy 
financier, has addressed a modest little pam- 
phlet ts the members of Congress, entitled 
"A Few Facta Pertaining to Currency and 
Binklcg Adapted to the Present Position of 
our Finances," from which we extract a few 
significant scntencee: 

Separate banking from currency, and each 
Is a simple operation. The banker will then 
borrow money at less rates and lend at a 
hleher. 

Let the Government pay its debts in cur- 
rency baaed on a sufficient reserve of specie, 
and convertible into bonds bearing interest 
when in sxceas, and you have a sound cur- 
rercy. Both operations will then be regulat- 
ed by the law of supply and demand that con- 
trols merebaudise. 

Redemption of currency requires no cur- 
tailment of loans. Redemption of bank cur- 
rency require* a curtailment of five dollars 
currency loans to obtain one of coin. 

It is easy to lay down the principle of a 
sonnd Government currency. They are: 

Piper engraved so artistically that it can- 
not be counterfeited. 

Convertibility into specie when and where 
wanted. 

Sufficient reserve of coin to secure instant 
redemption. 

Thes- conlitions the Government can se 
cure more easily than banks, because its 
means are greater. 

He winds up bis objection to the National 
pet banks by saying: 

Virtually the Government agrees to pay 
those notes In specie, If the banks fail to do 
it, and at a time when its resource* should be 
bjisbaoded for its protection. 

Speaking of the amount of currency needed, 
he says : 

It is evident that this change must make a 
revolution in our ideas of tbe amount of cur 
rency necessary for the wants of our people. 
[ »hink it safe to eay tljat we can now Issue 
$300,000,000 more than we have afloat, and 
when the rebellion is qu»Heo, the South will 
take say $300,000, say $800,000,000. 
The price of coin, aa compared with cur- 
ncy, is not determined by the amount of 
currency sfloat, bat by the demand for gold 
for export. 

And here he might have added: "and to 
snpply the demand of the manufacturers of th« 
precious metals, which j^s in this country over 
$100,000,000 annually." • 

ej-As an evidence of the way the friends 
of freedom cheat the negroes, we give the 
following, from the Kew York Evening Post, 
of Wednesday: 

It appears from the statement of two hun- 
dred and sixty-three men, belonging to the 
Twentieth regiment United States colored 
troops, now on R-ker's Island, that they re 
ceived only S&l.lCi bounty, or about $80 
each, while the countv paid the brokers 
$78,000 for the Cien; $57,439, therefore, or 
$'J^0 for each man, went into the hands of 
the runners. 

The stories told by the Intensely loyal pa- 
pers, as to the ways and means loyal sharp- 
ers employ to cheat soldiers out of part of 
the bouaty offered them, are incredible al- 
most. 

All the paper* of New York have noticed 
how wbjte men enlisted are cheated by run- 
ners who are zealous In getting up recruits 
for Hie money. Thia is touching the very 
bott jm of meanness. It is the Interest of 
the Government to punish such acts without, 
me^rcy.

The Pcblic Schools —The schools in the 
First and Second wards, and the Female De- 
partments in the Fifth ward, will commence 
on Monday next, in the school buildings, 
thoroughly repaired and renovated. The 
schools In tbe Th'rd, Seventh, and Eighth 
wards are now in operation. 

Wc arc pleased to learn that each Professor 
in the Male High School has recently re- 
ceived a hundred dollars, and the Principal 
a larger sum, from the patrons and friends of 
the school , as a testimonial of their high ap- 
preciation of thrir faithfulness as teachers and 
their worth as men. The gift has been wor- 
thily bestowed, and be tp >aka the liberality of 
the donors and the high character of the 
school. It shows that the public schools of 
our city are good enough for the rich as well 
as free enough for the pojr. What other 
Western city can bs named which can boast 
of its two "people's colleges," one for earh 
sex, both liberrlly Eu<stalceo? Indeed, there 
is no other city, with no larger population, 
where a more perfect system ol schools can 
be found, carried Into operation by a more 
energetic Boaid of Trustees, and where tbe 
schools of all grades are taught by a more 
successful or self sacriflcirg corps of teach- 
ers. 

We venture to say tbat a more liberal set 
toward teachers has n^t anywhere been 
exhibited, since the war began, than the 
one just referred to. Bat there Is still op- 
portunity for greater displays ot genuine lib- 
erality in this direction. There are, no 
donbt, many gentlemen in each ward who 
will go and do likewi?e,and many teachers 
who would encourflglrgly exclaim, in tbe

Vassar Female College. — The large be- 
nevolence of Matthew Vasiar has furnished 
$40S,000 for the purpoee of providing a first- 
class college for females. Two hun- 
dred acres of groucd, lying about one 
mile east ot Poughkeeprie, ft Y., 
has been given to tho college. The college 
edifice, new nearly completed, is of brick, 
with stone trimmings, three stories higb, 
with a Mansard root. The lergth of the front, 
including tbe wings, is 500 feet; the wings 
each 56 fcet wide— 165 feet deep. Ddpth of 
center, 171 feet. It will contain a chapel, li- 
brary, art gallery, lecture and recitation 
rooms, the President's bouse, and two double 
houses for four Professors, apartments for 
lady teachers, matron, and the stewird's fami 
ly, and will accommodate 250 students, giving 
to every young lady her own separate sleeping 
room; three such rooms to open into a com- 
mon parlor and Btudy room. The builditg 
will be heated by Bteam, lighted by gas, ven- 
tilated in tbe most perfect manner, supplied 
throughout wUh an abundance of pure, soft 
water, and nearly fire-proof. 

Tbe cost of the structure will be about 
$300 000. The entire building is to be com- 
pleted by the first of next August, and the 
school will open the first of September. There 
is to be a splendid room for the library, of 
which 2 500 volumes have already been pur- 
chased. Arrangements have bsen made lor 
puttlrg up a cabinet of minerals at a cost of 
$8,000. The observatory will be furnished 
with a traneit instrument and other ceceEsary 
apparatus. Over one hundred and fitty appli- 
cants for admission are already registered, and 
an intense interest is manifested try the pub- 
lic press, by distinguished educators, and by 
intelligent parents and ambitious young 
lidies in all parts of the country. Milo P.

houses in repair, after they were delivered up 
by the Government. The co6t of educating 
each child for the month (exclusive of the in- 
cidental expense), including the students in 
the two High Schoole, is $1 15, or $11 50 per 
year.

la the Louisville Chancery Court, cn Friday, 
several cases of importance came up, among 
which was a tuit brought by W. W. Stal'itgs 
agtinst R. F. McMurtry for the payment of 
f 772, the amount of three notes given to Stall 
ings by McMurtry, in payment for a piece of 
land. These notes were payable on the 19th 
of May, 1861, 1862 and 1863. in gold and sil 
ver or its « qu valect The defendant c tfe-ed 
to pay the amount of the notes in "legal ten 
«\ers" treasury notes — wh cn was refused by 
pltintifi, and in view of this fie. the defend 
ant claimed exemption from the payment of 
the notes. The cise was submitted to the 
Court on Friday, and Judge Plrtle decided that 
where a party had made a special contract to 
pay what should be equal to gold and nlver, 
at the time of pa}m>nt, no matter what tbe 
payment was made in, whether in one cur 
recey or another, it must come up to that 
point, just as if the contract had been to make 
• payment in geld of an amount to be equal 
to the ra'.e of sterling rxchacge. Judgment 
was accordingly rendered in favor of plaintiff 
for the amount of the notes, and interest, and 
the costs of the suit were thrown upon the 
defendant. In the above decision no ret r- 
ence was made as to what waa a legal tender, 
the court not tb.ir.king any such question in 
order.

Cumberland river have been overrun by bands 
o! guerrillas, who have committed all sorts 
of depredations upon the citizens or thoet 
counties. These bands have been under tLe 
command of R chardson, Hughes, Hamilton 
and Furguson, and often they had made raids 
north of tbe river, capturing horses and rob- 
bing the citizens of money and other velua, 
bles. Our forces, who have of late been 
securing that portion of the country, have 
captured a number of these guerrillas, among 
the cumber, the notorious Colonel Richard 
eon, who, in attempting to escape from his 
guard, was killed. Since our troops have been 
stationed at Burksville the rebel cavalry have 
retrieved further up the river, where tbey are 
still commliing their depredations. It Is re- 
ported that the various bands will concentrate 
at a point known as Bennett's Ferry with the 
view of an extensive raid north of the Cum 
berland river. The Thirty-seventh Kentucky, 
the command of that gallant and brave 
officer and courteous gentleman, Colonel C. 
8. Hanson, which for some time past has been 
stationed at Glasgow, has been mounted, ful- 
ly equlpaed and ordered to Bennett's Ferry, 
the point where it is s aid the guerrillas in 
tend congregating. Col. Hanson arrived in 
our city yesterday, and we learn the above 
facts frcm him. 

Courts Martial.— There was but little 
business of importance transacted yesterday 
before the courts martial now in session in this 
city.

Tub Killing of the Notorious Guerril- 
la Richardson —Our dispatches yesterday 
noticed tt>e killing of the notorious guer- 
rilla, Col. Richardson, near Cave City. From 
a gcntlf man who arrived on the train from 
Naehvilre last evening we learn the following 
particular?: Richardson was boing conveyed 
from Glasgow to Cavo City (for the purpose 
of being brought to this clt}) by a Fqutd of 
men under cemmand of Capt. 8tone, of the 
Thiriy-seventh Kentucky. Richardson feign- 
ed sleep, sud by this aitiilce succetd-id in 
getting a considerable distance in advance of 
Ihe guard, when he suddenly put spurs to his 
horse and started c ff at a rapid gait, with the 
icttntion of raakic:: bis escape, ne wa3 fired 
at twice by < apt. Stone, one of the shots tak- 
ing effect in the left s de. R'.chardson, after 
being wounded, jumped fiom his horse and 
made for the woods. The men under com- 
mand of Capt. S;oce started in pursuit, firing 
at the rebel Colonel, many of the shoti per 
forating hi6 body and causing almost instant 
death. 

Richardson is well known by our readers 
a? one of the most courageous and daring 
guerrilla leaders that has infested our State, 
and for a long time haB been in command of 
the various bands of guerrillas which have 
Infested the d'ffjrent counties bordering on 
the Cumberland river. He has for a long time 
led these bands against the citiaens of the 
Southern counties, and his death will not e» 
regretted by tbem. Seven of Richardson's 
gang were brought to this city last evening 
on the Nashville train and placed in the mili- 
tary prleon.

bawling out to their neighbors to "Rjuee !" 
"8trike!" "Arm!" "March!" and perform 
other martial antics, while these loyal warb- 
lers remain peacefully perched at home, fat- 
tening on the p'under of a war in whic j tkey 
have shed cotLing but ink, and speut nothing 
but breath. 

One of tbe moat vociferous sougUers in the 
book is Mr Theodore Ti ton, editor of the 
New York Independent, who, it will be re- 
membered, wrote last summer a thrilling edi- 
torial upon tbe cowardice and absolute treascn 
involved in tendering three hundred dollars 
to the Government when it "asks life." 
Scarcely was the ink dry upon Mr. Tllton's 
essay when an unlucky turn of tbe wheel 
cast up his name, and he was duly enrolled 
among the army of conscripts. O. course be 
marched — yes. he did — he marched right up 
to the e xemption office and paid three hun- 
dred dollars, and got Lis papers, and hastened 
back to his stug sanctum and composed the 
lines entitled "God t ave the Nation— a War 
H,mti,"— to be found on page 71 of tbis book. 
One starza of tbis valorous bard's "Hymn" 
will suffice as a specimet : 
"Slay thou our foes or turn them to derision, 
Then in the bk>od-red Valley of Decision 
Hake the land jrecn wi;h peace, a- in a vision." <;:) 

We would suggest to Friend Tilton (of 
course he is a Quaker pro tern ) an additional 
verse, to be inscribed to those of Lis fellow- 
conscripts of whom the Government "asked 
life," and who hadn't three bundled dollars 
to give in lieu thereof: 

"t'icht, you poor devils! slay the traitors who 
hewn thun; 

While I in the i»off cushioned seat of exemption, 
Peacefully ehout for the nigger" s redemption." 

Forney is one of tbe bards of tbe bock and 
sets up a loyal and metrical yelp frem bis 
well-appointed kennel. His poetry, as be 
comes his peculiar position, is of the doggerel 
kino. 

Here is a specimen. Tbe title o f the piece 
is "The Men who fell on Baltimore :" 

"Next came the Massachusetts men, 
Gathered from city, p'.ade and glen — 
No hate for South, but love for all. 
They answered to their country's call. 
The path to them seemed broa"«l and bright, 
They txrught no foemen and no flight. 
As on thty marched, the flag before. 
New England's braves through Baltimore." 

The refl ciieu on the Massachusetts troops 
contained in tbe line wbich we italicise, is not 
the only aoticeable thing ic the ditty of the 
"Dog." 

From cover to cover, this is an Abolition 
hook. No patriotism is recceniz°d save the 
kind which consists or finds its highest devel- 
opment in stealing and landing negroes. The 
payes that are not devoted to tbe prahe of 
Massachusetts are bespattered with false and 
fulsome stuff about African valor — the "bond- 
mac" — tbe "Lora's deliverance" — the "flag of 
Christ," and like nonsense and blaspaemy. 
John Brown, horse thief, murderer, vagabond, 
who closed his career of blood and theft ou 
tbe gallows— who, by the laws of every na- 
tion on the elobe, civil z^d and ucc viiizid, 
had forfci ed his life, is thus canonized by 
one of the codfish laureats : 

"A prophet's soul in Are came down 
To live in the voice of old John Brown; 
The eye of God looked down and saw 
A just life lost by an unjust law." 

The blasphemous freedom with which the 
Abolitionists use tbe sacred Dames of God, 
Lord and Christ, is not tbe least remarkable 
thing in their literature. Every devilish and 
fanatical scheme, whether of blood or pluo- 
der, which they propose, they coolly an- 
nounce as tbe "Lord's own," "God's great 
work" or "Christ's deliverance." The theoloiry 
of the most of them may be briefly 
summed up in tbe language of tbe 
"Liberator," their organ and oracle : "If 
God Almighty has tbe power to abolish slave- 
ry, and d'jes not do 10 immediately, lie is a very 
great tcundrel " They are intensely piou j at 
present in view of the large bodies of negroes 
to whom our armies have opened the gateway 
from slavery to starvation. They are im- 
mensely patriotic in view of the money which 
is being poured into their pockets by the Gov- 
ernment at the expense of the rest of the 
land, tor the product of their shops and ioome. 
Piety and patriotism will vanish together as 
fugitives and contracts grow Ecarce, and New 
England will swarm after tbe war, as it did 
•before, with blatant infidels and howling 
traitors. 

There is a good dfal of stuff scattered 
through this book wbich, in view of the 
peaceful and retiring disposition of the au- 
thors, and their aversion to any personal con 
tact with arms, ia rather amusing. For In- 
stance:

8<ill another minstrel, now diing picket 
duly on Boston Common, thus eternly re- 
proaches Copperheads, and invoke* the loyal 
to share its perils amid the frog-haunted pud- 
dles of that classic outpost : 

Cowards slink away ; 
Rut who scorns to sec the foe 
Dv-al our lane all shame and woe 

Must go forth to-day. 

We venture our word upon it that »he var- 
lets who have ground out tbis and pages more 
of doggerel in the same strain, are attached, 
every one of tbem, oither to Gov Andrew's 
l ' Stearin" or to Horace Greeley's "Sine Hun- 
dred Thousand " These gigantic armies are 
not expected to move until the approach of 
the rebels, when they will doubtless head to- 
wards Canada at a pace which will shame Mc- 
Ckllan'a tortoise march on to Richmond. 

We close with a Bimple and beautiful poem 
from tbe hand of a young Pennsylvania^— a 
modest violet peeping up among ihe Yankee 
hollyhock?, sur flowers, onions and cabbage 
beads which Frank Moore has gathered into 
his political paterre. It is caUed "A Pl*int 
from Savage's," and was written, we believe, 
from the station of that name in the summer 
of la6i. Its author is Geor-e Alfred Town-
